Some consumers seem to be of the 
opinion this year that 
peaches 
ar# 
bitter, and they sincerely make 
and 
repeat the statement. It is surprising 
how little is really known, 
and 
how 
much is guessed, by 
the 
consumer 
when he speaks of peaches. 
For ex­ 
ample. he does not know that during 
a rainy season all peaches have a ten­ 
dency to cling to the stone more than 
during dry weather, and the greener 
the fruit the more it clings. The sam# 
fruit may he free as it becomes ripe. 
W hile this tendency to cling is due 
to climatic or seasonal conditions, the 
bitterness of the peach is in no way 
connected with the same cause. Peach­ 
es are bitter when they are taken pre­ 
m aturely from sick trees. 
In 
other 
words, a sick 
tree 
produces 
bitter 
fruit, 
and 
ripens 
it 
prematurely. 
Ea rly peaches are clings, followed by 
free stones, with the yellow varieties 
generally later than the white. These 
groups are mentioned in the order of 
desirability. 
The man who can take free stone* 
from his tree J, and sell them for fret, 
while 
his 
neighbor 
is 
yet 
selling 
clings, can dispose of 
his fruit mon* 
quickly than can 
his 
neighbor, 
al­ 
though the premature free stones may 
he hitter, and the clings 
sweet. 
The

Where Elberta* are sold by some man 
a week earlier than they can be sold 
by his neighbor, it is an evidence that

Can the Finite Mind of Man 
Measure the Universe? 


THE LIMITS OF THE VISIBLE. 


Science Says th* Bounds of tho Stellar 
System Aro Definable and That th# 
Univeroo lo so an Island of 8 lart In 
an Infinite Ocean of Ether. 


To the visible universe there are at­ 
tainable limits. 
It may be that the 
greatest telescopes have not yet reach­ 
ed the bottom, or the boundsi*les, of 
the entire system, hut they have al­ 
most done so. 
This i* shown by the thinning out of 
the fainter stars 
These stars, as a 
whole, are the most distant, and lf they 
were unlimited numerically every In­ 
crease in the penetrating power of 
telescope* would bring previously un­ 
seen ones Into view, in proportionately 
undiminished number*. 
As a fact. however, there Is a rapid 
falling off In the proportionate nom 
*ers at great distances 
This is shown 
by Kapteyn's “law of star density." 
Taking the "parsec” as the unit of 
measurement ta parsec I* equal to 
nineteen 
million 
million miles*, the 
density of the star* nt Increasing dis 
ta nee* conies out ns follows: At 0 cli* 
fence. I do; at 50 parse**, 0.90; at I fir* 
parsecs, O.Hfi; at 213 parsecs, 0.07; at 
340 parsecs, 0.30; at HT*) pared*. 0.15. 
This <1<*cs not mean that tke nt»*olute 
number of stars decrease* with increase 
of distance, but that the rntlo of their 
number to the volume of space cx«cu 
pled decrenae* In the proportion shown. 
so that at a distance of 850 parsec** 
there are only 15 per cent as many 
star* as there* should I** lf there had 
i»c*en no falling off in relative density. 
Y’arloti* counts and estimate* of the 
actual nu miler* included within various 
limiting distances have lieeti made, ond 
these show that the total tm rn lier of 
star* In the visible universe I* numer­ 
able am! probably does not exceed a 
thousand millions at an outside esti­ 
mate. 
The fact that a fairly definite sh«i»e 
or outline Ila* liecm found for the visi­ 
ble universe I* In Itself a pr»*>f that 
lf Is not unlimited In extent. 
We are 
virtually certain that lf expands a round 
us in such a maimer as to assume 
roughly the form of a flat, Irregular 
disk. the more* distant part* or edge* 
of which Ile In the plane of the Milky 
wpy. It I* I bu* Uke ti float ing islaiuj of 
store In the ocean of space.
